Barnowar, the r4th of Auguſt, 168 7. | 


, HE Chriſtian Aims having bappily retreated froth Efſeck 
* on this ſide the Drave, and march'd back towards Mo- 
hatz. and the Danube; the Grand Vizier with all 'his 


followed us. He Encam near Barnowar, not far from 
Dards, at a very narrow Paſs, having on the Right, a large 'Bogg ; 


and on.his Left , a Wood, with very thick Furs, and contrary to their 


Cuſtom he fortified his Camp fo _ that he could not without 


Forces, Artillery and Baggage, marched all night alſo, and | 
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Difficulty be atrack'd in fo advantageous a Poſt. Ard we having 
reaſon ro fear that our Army being further diſtant , the Imperial Places 
on that ſide, might fall into the Hands of fuch Potent Enemics, 1t 
was reſoly'd by-all the Generals, to take the Garifons cur of them , 
the Cannqps and the Ammunitions, and Demolifh rhem.. In orcer to 
it, our Army parted the 10th of Azzuft from the Camp, near Mohate. 
The Duke of Lorrain took the Front with the right Wing towards 
Syclos, and his E. H. of Bgvaria, followed in good Order with the 
left Wing. The next day, 11 of the fame Month, we continu'd the 
fame March in the preſence of the Enemy , who by Is continual Ar- 
tacks, ſometimes uport' the right Wing , ſometimes 'on the letr , was 
endeavouring to hinder.us fron it; and we perſu'd it with" great care 
on both ſides, to 'the foot of the Mountain Haſan, where we*Er- 
camped all Night. The 12th being St. C/ara's day, the Army March'd 
in good Order of Battalia towards Syclos.': The Duke of Lorrain ta- 
king the Front again with his right Wing, the. Enemy ſhewed them- 
ſcives coming, out of a Wood, and endeavotird to ſtopzour March Ly 
continual Skirmifhes ; but we petceived well enough, that the Body 


of their Army by favour of the high- Furs , 'was drawing zxowards ous. 


left Wing, and indeed we were ſoon convinc'd of it; for our kft 
Wing had no ſooner paſsd the:Foreſt that was before it, and enter'd 
a'Plain of three hundred Paces. or thereaborit, but twelve thouſand of 
the tbeſÞand fineſt Horſe of rhe Enemy came full - Speed:,. and with 
great..-Fury fell upon 'qur left Wing, with a deſign, to put it into dif- 
order, by Attacking 1t in the Flanſ? and in the Kear; but their deſign 
having miſcargied by+the vigorous Detence .they found, and by the 
good Order which his E. #7. had fet every where, they went back as 
quick as they came. Soon after the Enemy attempted to pierce us by 
mere force; and in order to it, he cauſed his whole Army, compos'd 
of a x00000 Men, to advance and meet our left Wing, and 5500' 
Janizaries, took poſt upon a\height near it , from whence they. made 
2 continual Fire upon us, and we plaid on both ſides with our Musket- 
ſhot and Cannon, tilF near three: of the Clock. in the Afternoon. In tic 
mean time, his E. 7. took the Heroick Reſolution of Attacking the 
Enemy himſelf with his left Wing , having firſt reinforced Imſcif 
with ſome Regiments -he had.defired from the Duke of Lorrain on pur- 
poſe. And he ſoon put it into Execution with a Courage beyond all 
Expreſſion; boldly carrying the Battalions and Squadrons to Fight, 
and encouraging them by his Voice and Example, fo that that Wing 
alone, much interior to the whole Orroman Army, fell bravely upon it, 


and after a moſt bloody Fight, forced it to abandon to us the Field of 


Battel. The Left ftill purſuing the Enemy flying befcre us, to the 
Retrenchments of his Camp -he had at his back, where by the favour 
of a Defily abovemention'd, which was lined and fill'd with Fanizaries, he 
made a greater Reſiſtance: This did not hinder our Soldiers, encourag'd 
by the Example of the Heroick Maximilian,charging at the Head of them, 
and our whole. left Wing from running under the Eneinies Cannon 
with incredible Diligence , notwithſtanding their continual Fire. 
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We paſsd their Trenches, and chafed the Enemies from their poſts ; 
half an hour after;he made a halt, and took breath in another Retrench- 


. Ment larger than the firſt, but he made no great reſiitance there : He 


was ſoon chasd from if, and forced to fly in great Confuſion at the ap- 
proach of the whole Chriſtian Army, but we purſued him through his 


. Camp as long as the light both of Day and Moon laſted, and as long as 


our Horſes could go. | 
Thus all the Camp (as big almoſt as that before Yiemna ) all their 


Artillery conſiſting ina x00 Pieces of Cannon, and'r2 Mortars, all their 


Ammunitions, Proviſions, Baggage, and all other things in great plenty 


fell into our hands, and there remained above 8000 Men of the Enemy 


dead. upon the place of Battel, not reckoning thoſe that remained in 
the Boggs, or were drown in the Water, or thoſe that hid themſelves 
among the Furs , their Janizaries not having beer able to follow, their 
horſe flying with all ſpeed. On our fide we have loſt only ſome hun- 
dreds of Men : His EleQtoral Highneſs to his Immortal Glory -has been 
wounded with one of the Janizaries Balls on the Left Hand. The Prince 


' of Commercy, com that day to ſerve as Voluntier-in the Leſt Wing, had 


the Top of his Breaſt pierced by an Arrow, and the young Count of 
Zinzendorf had his Leg ſhot off: 

His EleQoral Highneſs has had for himſelf the Tent of the Grand Vi- 
zier, which is very Magnificent, and reſembles a Palace, being a quarter 
of a League round, with all rhe Moveables,.and the whole Chancery, 
where were found Papers in all forts of Languages, and eſpecially a great 
number of Letters from 44aff Prince of 7ranfilvania : His Electoral 
Highneſs paſſed all the Night in that.Tent, without lying down, writing 
almoſt continually ; and by break of day he diſpatched Prince Fngenius 
of Savoy to Vienna, and the next day Marqueſs Gabrieli to Rome, the Che- 
vaſier of Beauvan into France, Collonel Sartory to Munick, and la Chaffon- 
zery his Page to Col:gne. 

The 137h we went to ſearch into the Boggs and Furrs, the 7arks hid 
there in great numbers, moſt were kilF'd, and the reſt made Priſoners : 


' We purſued alſo our flying Enemy, ' and made” a detachment of 4000 


Horſe, whoadvanced to Darda and even to the head of the Bridg of 
Eſſeck, but could find none of them , ahd heard only that the Garifon 
of Effeck ſeeing the flight of their fellow Soldiers, they had endeavoured 
to ſtop them, and for that effe&t had taken off ſome of the Boats that 
made the Bridg, 'but that nevertheleſs the flying. men had) got upod. it 
wich fuch precipitation, they had thrown one another into the Drave, 
that the Bridg it ſelf had at laſt broke under them, and that ſeveral thou- 
fands had been drown'd: All this was confirm'd both by the Priſoners we 
took to the number of x700, and by abundance of Deſertors that came 
into our Camp, afluring us, there was above Thirty thouſand Janizaries 
in the Ottoman Army, and that not above fix or ſeven Thouſands had 
got ſafe on rother ſide ; from whence 'tis eafie to coriclude to what the = 
loſs of the Enemy may amount, which is ſufficiently evidenced by that 
vaſt number of dead bodies wherewith the Ground, the Boggs, and the . 
Furrs are filled. The G. Vizier, as faid, has very narrowly —_— 
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the meatis of a little Boat, but another too much loaded with Officers 
is periſh'd. The Remainder of the Enemies Army is diſpers&d and in 
Confuſion, and not able to keep the Field, having been forced to fly, and 
quit all they had of all kind. And no doubt, but That Almighty God 
that has fo viſibly fought for Chriſtendom, has miraculouſly bleſſed the 
Imperial Arms ; theretore to returh God Thanks, his Electoral Highneſs 
cauſed the Te Dewm to be ſung in his Tent, which wasthat of the Grand 
Vizier; afterthat Father Marco had faid Maſs if it, the Enemies Carinori 
being diſcharged three times, all:the Generals, and eſpecially the Duke of 
Lorrain came to Complement his Electoral Highneſs upon it, and attri- 
buted this Great Victory to the Bravery of the Great Maximilian. The 
Duke of Lorrain in his Relation to the Emperor, gives the fame Teſtimo- 
ny, and attributes all_the Glory of that day to his Eleftoral Highneſs. 
May the Almighty God long preſerve that Heroe, and always ſend new 
Victories to Chriſtendom. w 
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
